CABLE LETTER. 



Timothy Healy's Position Deiined— 
What He Demands — The Czar 
Worse Than Generally Supposed. 



Probabilities of the New Regime— Lord 
Rosebery and His Colleagues 
-Social Purity. 

London, Oot. 19. — The addreas delivered 
by Mr. Timothy M. Hoaly at Dublin, last 
Wedneaday, in the course of whioh ho de 
nied tho stories that wore being circulated 
to tho effect that ho aimed at assuming the 
leadership of the Irish party, and asserted 
that he was strongly opposed to all attempts 
to depoBO Justin McCarthy, has had a ten- 
dency to bring about a reconciliation of the 
various faotlona of tho party. It was wholly 
against the interests of the community, said 
Mr. Heoly, that personal claims or miserable 
ambitions should bo Bet up againat the great 
cause of Irish Homo Rule. Mr. Healy alao 
said that beforo tho next general election in 
tho United Kingdom he would like to boo a 
reform of franchise, provision mado for the 
payment of members of parliament and a 
general spirit of democracy infueed Into the 
Liberal administration. This latter state- 
ment has given groat pleasure to the English 
Liberals, as in eomo measure guaranteeing 
tho support of the Irish members to the 
legislation for the abolition of the veto power 
of the Houae of Lords, which is to be con- 
sidered at the coming session of parliament. 

THE CZAR OF RUSSIA. 

The Czirina continues to send daily tele- 
gram bulletins as to the condition of the 
Czar from Livadia to the Queen and Prin- 
cess of Wales. The latter proposes to go to 
Livadia about the middle of Novombor. Tho 
Czirina in her bulletin communicated to 
tho Quota and Princess the opinions of the 
physioians in attendance upon His Majesty, 
and theso are of a much more alarming char- 
acter than are the current publio reports. 
The condition of the Cz»r haa grown worse 
during the week. Since Wednesday His 
Majesty's limbs have beoomo slightly affect- 
ed by dropey and his sleep, whioh he takes 
only in short snatches, is frequently broken 
byapaEmBof tho heart attended with great 
difficulty and pain in breathing, which 
cauaes the Czir to think his last moment has 
como. Theae spasms are always followod 
by excesdivo general oollapso. His physi- 
cians do not doapair of boing able to prolong 
Hia Majesty's lifo for monthB, but they 
positively deolino to make any prediotion as 
to how long he will live Hia MajoBty fol- 
lows the course of a severe type of Bright's 
dieeaBO. The adviots received by the Queen 
have certainly not led her to look for the 
immediate death of the Czar. 

With regard to the policy of the Czare- 
witch, M Stcpuiak, the Rubeian nihilist, in 
an Interview to day, Bays the heir apparent'a 
character was an enigma. It was probable, 
however, that the new regimo would 

NOT CONCEDE ANYTHING 

in the direction of Liberalism. If a regenoy 
were formed with the Grand Duke Vladimir, 
the Czar's eldest brother, who ia strongly 
reactionist in his views as one of its mem- 
bers, the administration of the government 
would be far worse than under the Czar, 
lii. Stepniak expressed his opinion that 
among tho ruling powers in St. Petersburg 
there was none with sufficient intelligence 
to advance reforms in tho government of 
tho empire. 

The fiasoo mado by Lord Roatbery in the 
attempt to intervene for a friendly settle- 
ment of the Chlno Japaneea trouble is ad- 
versely commented upon even by tho Lib- 
eral press. Tho Economist Bays tho Premier 
will bo required to justify beforo parliament 
his successive diplomatic feats. Hia treat- 
ment of tho questions touching Siam, the 
Anglo-Belgian treaty with reference to the 
Congo State, and tho Chino-Japaneee diffi- 
culty havo shown him to bo an exceedingly 
weak prima minister. England has heard 
roportB of his attempts at intervention in 
the trouble betwoen Japan and China with 
incrdulous amazement. The Conservative 
papors publish rumors of diaeensions in tho 
cabinet. Sir William Harcourt, chancellor 
of tho exchequer, Right Hon. Henry Camp- 
bell Baniiermar, socrotary of atato for war, 
and Lord Kimberley, aecrotaty of state for 
foroign alr^irB, arc opposing the 

PREMIER, WHO WILL PROBABLY RETIRE, 
it is suid, before parliament resumes its sit- 
tings. 

An expedition under command of Col. 
Colville has started for Uganda with tho 
object of tffectirc a thorough occupation 
of tho Southern Nile provinces. This ex- 
pedition will march through Unyoro and 
down tho Nilo. Tho garrisons at Wadelai 
and Lado will make a ainiultapeoua movo- 
mont and tho Italian forces will advance 
from Kaa8ak to Gozrejob and will form a 
junctiou with tho British troops on tho 
trading road to Khartoum, whilo tho Egyp- 
tian troops will ocoupy New Dongola. Tho 
double aim of tho wholo movement is to 

COUNTERACT THE FRENCH ADVANCE 

on tho Upper Nilo and at tho name tlmo to 
cut off tho Mahdiats from thoir aourco of 
supplies. Theso plain indications of an ac- 
tive entento with Italy and tho determina- 
tion to continuo tho English hold upon 
Egypt are certain to add to tho ill-will of 
Prance. 

The moat notable aoooaaion from tho Lib- 
erol party sinoo Lord Roaebory camo into 
power is that of Alfrod IlIingBWorth, mem- 
ber of parliament for tho Weafc diviaion of 
Bradford, who gives as his reasons for with- 
drawing from tho party that the policy 
of tho ministers with reforonce to labor 
questions toudB Btrongly towards socialism. 
Mr. Illingsworth, who is u wealthy manu- 
facturer, expresses abhorronco at any inter- 
ference wich the free play of capital. Hia 
desertion is significant as a probable prolude 
to tho 

WITHDRAWAL OF OTHER WEALTHY MEMBERS 

Tho Social Purity League is prosecuting a 
vigorous campaign and iB receiving tho sup- 
port of several religious societies. It hus 
boen proposed that a conference bo holJ for 
tho consideration of tho Bubjoot of suppress- 
ing tho social evil, to which all the London 
roprosontutives in Parliament, tho members 
of tho London County Council ond othor 
govorning bodioa shall bo invited. Among 
many atatomonts whioh havo given riao to 
severe criticisms Is an assertion by Mrs. Or- 
miaton Chant, ono of tho loadora of tho Pur- 
ity Loaguo movement, that alio know of an 
Empire Musio Hall girl who was oarnlng 
JL'30 a week from a Hfo of ihame. This 



statement has drawn from Bernard Shaw, 
the noted critic, the comment that thia 
single utterance is calculated to make moro 
women turn to a lifo of prostitution in ono 
week than would result from tho exhibition 
of living piotures for ten days. 

The suoooss of the blood serum oure for 
diphtheria in many oases in which it has 
been uaod, haa so assured tho British Insti- 
tute of its valuo as a preventive medicino, 
that arrangements are being mado to sup- 
ply the Berum at 6d. against a foreign cost 
of 7a 6d. per pound. The eminent surgeon 
Sir Jos Lister will superintend the prepar- 
ation of the eorum for the institute, in order 
to ensure its purity. It will be used among 
the children of the poor. 

GOLDEN CARIBOO. 

Eeturn of Contractor Hann From a Journey 
Over the Projected Railway. 

Montreal, Oct. 20— (Special)— D, D. 
Mann, tho well known contractor has re- 
turned from British Columbia. The objoot 
of hia trip waB to determine the best route 
for a railway from a point on the Canadian 
Paolfio to Barkorvillo, a diatanoo of 280 
miles in tho heart of the Cariboo gold min- 
ing district. The projeoted road whioh 
presents many engineering difficulties, wili 
traverse the gold raDge. " Two mllea up 
the South Fork from Quesnello," said Mr. 
Mann, "are looated the workB of the Cari- 
boo Hydraulic Mining Co , where there are 
two properties said to be the richest ever 
discovered in America. The shareholders 
are nearly all Montrealers, including Sir 
William Van Home, Vice President Shaugh- 
nosBy and Mr. Ogden of the C P.R. Co. 
This company has only been organized two 
years but is carrying on operations on a gi- 
gantic scale. They already employ 250 men 
and have not yet completed the works. As 
an experiment water was recently turned on 
for thirty-Beven hours continuously and at 
that time tho shining metala in tho Bluico 
boxes yielded over §5,000.

— The report of the 
inspectors of pelagic sealskins at San Fran- 
cisco shows that of the landings at that port 
if the same proportion of females existed 
among the pups taken as among the old 
eeals, the whole number of fomaleB taken 
probably did not fall short of 13,000 out of 
a total of 14,794. These figures only con- 
firm tho treasury officials in their opinion 
that vigorous measuros will have to be 
adopted to prevent tho total destruction of 
tho sealing industry, Assistant Secretary 
Hamlim, who recently made a thorough per- 
sonal investigation of the wholo subject,

EMPEROR OF RUSSIA. 



The Czar's Condition Exceedingly 
Grave— He May Live for 
Some Davs. 



Anxious for tho Wedding of Princess 
Allx— The Grand Duke George 
Dying. 



St. Petersburg, Oot. 20.— The following 
official bulletin was issued at 8:40 o'clock 
thia evening ; «' During tho loBt 2i houra 
the Czar has obtained some Bleep. Ho loft 
his bed in tho course of tho day. His 
general oondition and the strength and 
action of his heart are unchanged. The 
oedema of the feet has not increased." 

The condition of tho Czar's consumptive 
son, the Grand Duke George, oontinuos to 
be very serious. It is aaid in Borne quartors 
that ho is dying. 

Paris, Oot. 20.— The National Zoitung 
saya M. Hanotaux, minister of foreign af- 
fairs, has received news that the Cz»r died 
last night, and that he is withholding tho 
dispatch until the news ia confirmed by tho 
Russian Embatsy here. The officials at the 
foreign ofibe deolare that no audi dispatch 
has boen received. 

Vienna, Oat. 20,— A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says that early in his illness the 
Czir had a long interview with tho Czare- 
witch, in whioh he outlined the policies that 
should be pursued in foreign and domestio 
affairs, and insisted upon the Czirowitch's 
marriage to Princess Alixof Hesse. 

A special dispatch from St, Petersburg to 
tho Neue Freio Presse aays that the Czarina, 
who had watched oonstontly till to-day at 
her husband's bedside, haa had a stroke of 
apoplexy. The Grand Duchess Xonia, 
her eldest daughter, has broken down 
under the nervous strain and is ob- 
liged to pass most of the time in bed. 
The Czar was tapped to-day for dropBy. It 
is improbable that the Princoea Alix will 
reach Livadia in time to be married to tho 
Czarowitch beforo the Czar's death. 

Tho Czar expressed hia oarnest deBire that 
tho marriage take place without delay in 
order that he might givo his blessing to the 
couple bsfore his death. 

IN A FLOATING COFFIN. 

Diabolical Plot to "Wreck a Ship and Drown 
ThoBe AVho Manned Her. 

San Francisco, Oot. 20,— The bark Adel- 
qulsa, from Callao for Humboldt, pat into 
this port yesterday in a Siaabled condition. 
She waB launched in 1856, and since that 
date the crew say that not a cent haB been 
spent for repairs. Mate Biahard Robert* 
Siys tho bark s owners, Buchelli & Locra, 
deliberately planned to wreck tho ship, 
which was heavily insurod, and to drown 
the crew. He sayii the sailors were all ship- 
ped under fictitious names, so that they 
could never be traced. The ship was pro- 
vided with dummy provisions and water for 
only thirty days. The bark sailed from 
Callao on July 2nd and if rain had not sup- 
plied water the orew must have perished 
with thirst. A big box labelled provisions 
when opened, contained nothing but scraps 
of iron, shavings and oil cans. Every m»u 
in the orew is of a different nationality. 
When they arrived in port they were fear- 
fully emaciated with hunger. The mato 
says the only Bound thing about the bark is 
the ahip's boat, on whioh the owners planned 
that tho captain and mato could escape. 
The Peruvian consul will not allow thu 
Adelquiaa to leave the port. She iB totally 
unseaworthy, and will be sold to pay the 
orew. The cargo of lumber from Humboldt 
will never bo Bhlpped. 

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Hawaiian Government Will Allow no Special 
Concessions to Canada. 

San Francisco, Oot. 20.— Advices pes 
ateamship Alameda announce that Messrs. 
Sunford Fleming and Mr. Mercer of tho 
British foreign office held conferences with 
tho Hawaiian government in regard to the 
Pacific cable and tho poBbible occupation of 
Neckar island as a naval station.

Prospective Output of the Slocan— 
Another Competitor for the 
Mining: Traffic 



Additions to the Voters' List— An 
Open Fall Anticipated— Agri- 
cultural Operations. 



(From Llio Slocan Times.) 
They cm take out six tons of clean ore a 
day on the Cumborland miuo. About 200 
Bucks are ready for shipment. 

An export who vlaiied the Slooan Star is 
responsible for the opinion that tho Sloeiili 
mines will run through galena into oopper. 

Thirty-Bix tons of ore left Silverlon foe 
Omaha from the Alpha mine to-day. Seven 
hundred and forty-one tons of ore have been 
shipped up to now. 

A. S. Farwoll has comploted a aurvey of 
tho five claims which comprise the Grady 
group proper. Ho has Btill some work to 
do round Kootenay lake which ho oan finish 
bofore winter sets in. 

The Maud E , World's Fair, Bonanza 
King, Knoxvillo and Noblo Five are tho 
claims which comprise tho Noblo Five 
group. The voin may bo traced through 
tho longth of tho ontire five claims, and the 
surface showing is one of tho moBt remark 
able ever seen in any country. 

Tho output of the Slocan country has boon 
conservatively estimated at 10,000 tons ; 
1,800 from tho Slooun Star and 1,000 from 
tho Alpha, makes 25 per cent, of that 
amount from two mines, with tho Idaho, 
tho Fisher Maiden, tho Cumberland, tho 
Mountain Chief, tho Alamo, the Wonder- 
ful, the Noblo Five, the Rueoau, tho Payno 
and a number nioro to hoar from. 

" Thero is just this about it," said Byron 
White, when ho roturned to tho Slocan this 
trip, " if the oro moves this way New Den- 
vor will bo by far the biggest town in West 
Kootenay ; if it does not, there is no need 
for a town hero at all." It cannot bo long 
bofore we are connooted by way of Slooan 
rivor with Nelson and Spokano and tho 
Crow's Nest Pass road. For thia winter it 
will depend a good deal whother it is un 
open or severe one. If it is an open winter 
I Bhould not be surprised to Bee oro moving 
out all winter by way of Rovelatoke. 

'i ho railway track j ia now opposite the 
Mountain Chief trail. Aa soon as one nioro 
bridge ia completed ore will be packed from 
the Chief to the grade and ehipped. The 
shipments will ho at least 500 tona and will 
all go by way of Nakusp. Ore will be kept 
moving by way of Rovolstoke till the 15th 
of January at least, and probably all win- 
ter. It can handlo 100,000 feeb of lumber 
and the heavy machinery for a 100-ton con- 
centrator, besides taking the Idaho basin 
ore out. At Three Forks over S00 tons of 
ore have been waiting the arrival of the 
road for over nine months, and the whole of 
Cody oreek is ready to pour down its 
wealth by the thousands of tons. 

The survey of tho Cumberland and Idaho 
mines disoloaed a fraction between them 
about 20 feet wide covered by an overlap- 
ping claim owned by Charley Faaa of New 
Denver. The Idaho vein runs aoross this 
fraotlon and carries two feet or more of solid 
high grade ore. The chances are that in 
thia 20 foot fraotlon Faaa has a nice email in- 
come provided for him for an indefinite 
length of time.

Two oompauies have been incorporated 
this year to optrato hydruulic mines in the 
Similkimeen district, the pionoer being the 
Stevenson Gold and Platinum Hydraulic 
Mining Company, limited, with a oapital of 
SI, 000,000. Mr. Robert) Stovenson, toe 
organiser and president of tho company, 
with Mr. H. L. Hoge, of Montreal, the 
eooretary, arrived in Kamloops on Friday 
last, preparing to brgin work. Mr. Steven- 
son Beoured ample means to develop 
tho property with all possiblo haste. 
The ground tho company purposo working 
is situated at Granito croek, extending along 
it two miles in longth by half a mile in 
width. It is a gravel benoh running from 
30 to 150 feeb in. depth. Testa on these 
upper benches havo run as high as $1.50 to 
the cubic yard, and the wholo bank is esti- 
mated to averago 25 to 35 contB. Tho gold 
is coarse, and consequently tho loaB in 
hydraulioing will bo comparatively small, 
Platinum has also been found in tho benches, 
and is expectod to yield about one-third ub 
much in vuluo us tho gold. 

(From tho Nakusp Ledgo.) 
Another competitor for trufiio in the 
Slocan country will mako its bow to tho 
mining community on the 21st. This is the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railway, 
making four transcontinental roada operat 
ing in this section, to tho benefit of the 
miner, buBinesa man and general public. 

ThiB week's oro shipmont,s from Nakusp 
mark tho closing of the big contract with 
tho Alpha, and tho commencement of 
smaller one with the Mountain Chief. Tho 
latter sends its oro to tho Grunt- Omaha 
works at Omaha, Nob. TheLytton took up 
37 i tons of the Alpha artiole on Monday, 
making close to S00 tons Bent out. Tuesday 
ovening 50 tons came in from the Mountain 
Chief by train, to bo followed 
by regular shipments. Other ship- 
ments last week consisted of 20 
tons from tho Lo Roi mine, on Trail oreek, 
to Everett, and 20 tons to East Helena; and 
30 tons from the Joeio mine to Tucoma. A 
now shipper has appeared in tho Stanley 
mine, on Twelve-mile creek, near Kaslo, 
which forwarded 29 tons to Great Falls by 
way of Kaslo and Nelson. 

Hugh Madden and Patriok Shea are doing 
tho asBoasment work on the Iron Crown, a 
quartz claim they aro interested in on Min- 
eral creek. 

The Alpha mine at Silverton will suspend 
operations in a short time. The owners 
have already shipped enough ore to pay for 
the property, and do nob care to sell any 
more until silver advances. The timber in 
tho mine will also have to bo replaoed before 
much more ore oan bo taken out in safety. 

Ib cost the C. P. R. $14,000 to build thoir 
telegraph line from Revelstoke to Nelson, 
via the Slocan, and this year the floods and 
forest fireB caused them a loss of at least 
§3,000. With the exception of Nelson, 
scarcely an office has paid its expenses since 
the line was put up. Ab Watson the high- 
esb receipts in any one month were $12, 
while New Denver paid for tho first tirre 
last month. Throe Forks, Kaslo and Nak- 
usp are still on the losing side. Telegraph- 
ing is on the increase throughout the pro- 
vince, and ib is reasonable to aupposo that 
bhe Kootenay country will participate in the 
general revival of trade, and place its tele- 
graph service in a poaition to pay divi- 
donda.

come in round figures of §100,000. 
Iho average loss ratio for tho past fivo years 
iB 34 par cent, of tho income (presont year 
58 per cant ) ; workiDg expenses taken from 
tho annual report of the Superintendent of 
Insurance at Ottawa, amount to 30 per cent. ; 
amount for reserve (unexpired uud term 
policies) 40 per cent., and tho municipal tax 
10 per cent. Thia shows tho following : — 
Amount paid for louse* for ono year — $ 31,000 

working expenses 30,000 

" placed to reserve and ro-insur- 

unco 10,000 

paid for municipal tax 10,000 

Total $111,000 

Thero ia yet another matter I would men- 
tion. That ia, why should theso companies 
pay for the support of an efficient tiro estab- 
lishment to protect tho property of people 
who do not insuro whilo many othora carry 
from 10 to 25 per cent, only of inaurunco on 
tboir buildings? so that when u Bin, ill loss 
occurs tho oompany carrying tho risk is 
oallod upon to pay tho face vuluo of tho 
policy when no adequate rot urn is made to 
It in the shupo of tho premium paid. 

Tho companies do not object to pay a rea- 
sonable amount for tho privilege of doing 
business in any oity having a good record, 
und whilo thero is nu such a tax us wo have 
hero on tho continent of America, that I 
know of, though thero uro places whore com- 
panies aro called on to pay u lioenso same ub 
any other business would bo ontitlod to pay, 
I feel euro that tho inauring public will join 
with tho undorwritora in demanding a re- 
duction of thia ur.juat and inequitablo tax 
boforo submitting to an advanco of rates.

JAPAN'S PARLIAMENT. 

The Government of nearly every country 
in the world is the result of development and 
growth. That of Japan is, as far as we 
know, the only exception. The Japanese h»ve 
adopted a system of Government ready 
made. They were in love with the civiliza- 
tion of the Weat. They imitated every- 
thing Western that could be imitated, and 
although they are by no means a democratic 
people they imitated the parliamentary in- 
stitutions of Western countries. They did 
not establish a republic, noithor did they re- 
produce the British form of constitutional 
government. They seem to ba attempting to 
unite absolute monarchy with par- 
liamentary institutions. The result 
is pretty muoh what might have been 
sxpected. The two elements so diverse 
refuse to mix, and a struggle is going on in 
Japan which boars a distant resemblance 
to the contest that convulsed Great Britain 
in the time of tho StuartB. 

The Mikado is the head of the Govern- 
ment. There is a House of Peers, compoaed 
of the aristooracy of the country, and a 
House of Representatives. The two togother 
are called tho Diet. The constitution pro- 
vides for a Privy Council and a Cabinet, 
but they are not responsible to the Diet, 
but to the Mikado. The Houbo of Repre- 
sentatives has full control of tho finances, 
but if tho policy of tho Government is not 
accepted by the Diet or Parliament the 
ministers are not compelled to resign. 

The Japanese appear to have tak- 
en kindly to representative institutions. 
Their election campaigns are exceedingly 
lively, and their debates in Parliament are 
generally brink, and sometimes fiery. The 
members take an independent Btand, and 
are by no means diapoaod to knuckle under 
to the ministry. Tho cousequenco is that 
deadlocks aro not by any moanB uncommon 
in the Jupuuoso Diot. 

Parliamentary institutions woro estab- 
lished in Japan in 1889. Since thon there 
have been no fewer then four general elec- 
tions. The first Parliament had not been in 
operation moro than a year when a dissolu- 
tion was demanded. The Mikado gave way 
to tho wishes of tho pooplo, Parliament 
was diaaolved and there waa a goneral 
elootion. Tho Oppoaition wore roturnod 
Btrongor than beforo. But what availed 
thoir numorical strength? Thoy oould not 
vote the Government out of power if tho 
whole Houso went against tho Ministry and 
voted down its measures. Tho Progressive 
party could not be managed and another 
diBB/jbj^ion booame necessary. Tho Diet 
waa"fliBsblvod in Daoombor last, and tho 
e!eriffiwis!!w/ere held in Maroh. There soems 
to h'Sve^Beon a now shulllo of parties, and 
the Opposition to tho Government was 
strQnger.4n itho, ; new Diet than in the old 
onoV'" TWo G'oveVhment was unablo to carry 
itn measures and a deadlock ensued. There 
waS-%t|hlrtg r to-l)^ dono but to dissolve Par- 
liament once moro and hold a now oloction. 
ThlB^w-'ttB^do^jmaj^^g, a second general 
election within tho yearJ ^'It is said that in 
tho"new~ParliamohC tho Opposition is oven 
Btrohgerihjto it*YrtiB in tho last, and it oan 
hardly SoSxpWcd 'VhW tho' Government 
will bo ablo ii4oik'great doal.r. '. 

It 4oes r .nat appdar that patriotic eon- 
lideratioiiBjliavo muoh weight with the Op- 



position in Japan. They are, like the 
Frenoh, logioal. They have power, and 
thoy are bound to oxerciso it according to 
their conviotione no matter how thoir action 
alfeots tho Government or tho country. 
Thoy do not seem to know what forboaranco 
and compromise in politics moan. The 
members of the Oppoaition seem to bolievo 
that thoy would be traitors to their prin- 
ciples if they waived any right for the sake 
of making the pusiiiou of the Government 
oaaier, or of aiding it in carrying out such 
parts of their policy as meot their ap- 
proval. 

It is tho same way with tho pcoplo. Pub- 
lic meetings in Japan aro described as moat 
disorderly. The majority insist upon cur- 
rying everything with a high hand, and tho 
minority have no hesitation in exorcising 
tho only right that remains to them— that 
of kicking up & row. Tho disorder is Baid 
to bo indescribable, and at times serious 
outrages are committed by the contending 
faotion. The Japanese will no doubt lonrn 
before very long to respoot eaoh otberh' 
rights, and will find by experionco that 
rowdyism and riot at eleotions do not pay. 

It is hard to aoe how a modm vivendi be- 
tween the Government and the roprosonta- 
tivoa of tho peoplo can bo agreed upon un- 
less one or other of thorn gives way. If 
tho people's representatives cease contend- 
ing against tho Government, there will bo 
no oheok on absolute power, and it doea not 
seem that the Mikado is prepared to forego 
tho oxerciBe of any of tho powera assigned 
to him by tho Constitution. Will there be 
a Japanese revolution, and will a Japanese 
Cromwell make his appoarance? 

WHAT PLEDGE. 

This is what tho Inland Sentinel, pub- 
lished in KamloopB, says about tho oppo- 
sition to Hon. Mr. Martin, and tho attempt 
that was made to extort a pledge from him : 

Any candidate who opposed him would 
havo forfeited his doposit. NevertholnsB there 
wore ono or two, with what object in view 
it could not be said, who seemod inclined to 
enter the field against him. If there were 
many oppositionists who took for truth the 
surmise of tho Mainland opposition news- 
papers that tho support of the British 
Pacific scheme was the price of Martin's 
admission to the cabinet, Meears. Sem- 
lin and Sword, who interviewed Mr. 
Martin on that subject, are not of that 
number. The people of North Y'ale know 
their own mind on political matters pretty 
well, and why the leader of the Oppoaition 
and tho member for Dowdney should gra- 
tuitously oiler their counsels, cannot be sur- 
mised. Nevertholeas, these gentlemen came 
up to take a hand in the impending election, 
They asked Mr. Martin to give them a 
written declaration that he would oppose 
tho granting of any further aid to tho Britiah 
Pacific as the price of their allowing him to 
be elected by acclamation. Mr. Martin in- 
timated to them that the majority of his 
constituents in the last goneral election were 
satisfied with his declaration from the pub- 
lic platform that he would not favor further 
aid than was already granted in the way of 
land, and he did not see why he should give 
a pledge to the minority, which the ma- 
jority had not required of him. 

THE KORHAN WAR. 

It is exceedingly hard to come to any 
definite or reaaonuble conclusion with 
respect to tho war between China and 
Japan. Tho reason of this is principally 
that it is impossible to tell whothor or not 
tho news from the seat of war ia to bo 
believed. If all that waa telegraphod a few 
weeks Bgo waa true, China would now be 
prostrate at tho feet of Japan. According 
to those accounts the Chinese fleet had been 
destroyed and the Chinese army had been 
scattered to the four windo. The ChinoBe, 
wo were told, had no army worth speaking 
about, and what there waB of it wbb without 
diecipline, without arms, without proviaionB 
and, in a word, altogether unserviceable. 

It waa expected that before this the vic- 
torious Japanese would have entered Pekin 
in triumph and that the Mikado would bo 
in a position to dictate tho terma on which 
the Uhinoao Empire would be suffered to 
exist in tho future. But the Chinoso fleet 
and the Chinese army still exist). Wo find 
that to-day tho Japanese have not every thine 
their own way, that they are not marching on 
to Pekin and are not likoly to do bo. There 
aro in Europo well-informed mon who very 
strongly aBsert that tho information ro- 
ceivod from Korea has been for tho most 
part grosB lies and impudent exaggerations. 
Harold Fredcrio, the ablo and well informed 
correspondent of the New York Times, gives 
tho following abstract of a two-column letter 
that appoared in tho London Times on Sat- 
urday tho 13th inst : 

He (the correspondent) pointa out that 
no European correspondent ia per- 
mitted within hundreds of miloe rf 
tho seat of war, and that all tho so-called 
news thut wo havo yot had haa been oither 
Japaneso ollioiul talcs or wild and gurbled 
native yarns, reaching through various hunda 
and outlying placoa liko Shanghai and Che- 
Poo. Save for tho poBsiblo exception of 
Hankow, ho boliovoa in no danger whatever 
for the European reaidentB. Even if thero 
woro danger, ho Bhowa that nono of tho 
moro powerful vessels that England is send- 
ing out could bo of the slightest proteotivo 
value, eiuco thoy would bo unablo to got 
within miles of any cuntro of foreign popu- 
lation. Ab to the outoome, ho discredits 
utterly tho idoa that tho Chinese authori- 
ties are panic atrickon, or ovon regard 
tho situation as porilous. They were 
caught unnwaroa in Koroa, and their raw 
levies were driven baok, but they hold that 
in tho naval battle their fleet gavo as good aa 
it received, and are aonfident that when 
their real trained army, hithorto unemploy- 
ed, gots at tho Japaneao tho whole oharaoter 
of the war will bo altered. Timo to them 
means weight of numbora all on their side, 
aa againBt an invading army far from homo 
and from its baao of auppliea. This writer 
believes that tho Chinese are so far from 
wishing to seouro pouco that thoy will fight 
doggedly to the end, and ho aoouta tho idea 
that the dynasty is in tho alighteat danger 
from mutiny or revolution. These viows, 
contrasting so sharply with tho tono of cho 
news reports from the East, Boem to bo worth 
moro than a paesing notioo. 

It must uppoar singular to bhoao who 
gavo orodic to tho reports that roaohod thia 
oountry from Koroa two or throo wouks ago, 
that tho Japanoso havo not followed up their 
victories on aoa and on land. They aoom to 
havo boon paralyzed, aa thoy havo dono 



nothing Binoo thon worth mentioning. Tho 
reports that have come to us of late have 
either beon contradioted or have not been 
confirmed. It was said, for instance, that 
Port Arthur, a most important poaition, was 
taken by the Japanese, but that report has 
been contradicted. In foot, it is hardly safe 
to place the loaat reliance on what purports 
to be news from tho seat of war. 



TBti VY1JSO CZAR. 

Tho life of Alexander III of RuBaia haa 
not been a happy one. There are millions 
of hia mbjeota who have enjoyed life more 
than ho. Ho lived in porpotual dread of 
aaaaBaination. Hia father had met with a 
torriblo death at tho handaof Beoretenomies, 
and there waa no knowing when or how the 
aame enemies would compaBB hia death. 
Continual anxiety tolls upon the strongest 
constitution, and it Ib moro than likely that 
the conviction that ho had hiddon and inex- 
orable enemies who wore perpetually watch- 
ing for au opportunity to tako hia life by 
some means, haa had muoh to do with tho 
breaking down of the oonatitution and tho 
promaturo doath of tho Emporor of all the 
RusBias. 

That tho Emporor Aloxander is a good 
man ia now generally admitted. Ho loved 
hia country and hia peoplo, and it waa hia 
ambition to bo a just ruler. But ho soon 
found that it was not oaBy to prevent hia 
aubjootB being opproesed and robbed by 
thoso who were ontrustod with tho adminis- 
tration of tho affairs of tho State. Cor- 
ruption prevails in Russia to such an ex- 
tent that it is beyond tho power of oven tho 
Czar to repress it. It is said that his 
father had triod without aucceaa to chock, 
to aomo extent at loaat, the prevailing cor- 
ruption. This ia what a French writer on 
Ruaaia, M. Anatole Loroy-Bcaulieu, saya 
about tho attompb which tho Emperor 
Aloxander mado to effeot a reform in this 
direction : 

The Emperor Alexander III, on ascend- 
ing tho throne, sot beforo himself, as hia 
first taak, tho eradication of tho abuses of 
which neither hia fathor nor his grand- 
father had been able to oloanso tho Boil of 
tho empire. Could the success of suoh an 
undertaking ba prejudged from tho loyalty 
of one man's intentiona aud the uprightness 
of hia charactor, no sovereign was evor bet- 
ter equipped for his work. At all times tho 
sworn enemy of abuses and of corrupt men — 
profoundly honest himsolf and unable to 
tolerate diahnneBty about bim— impervious 
to thofeminino blandishments to whioh his 
fathor so easily auccumbed— combining, un- 
like tho latter, the virtues of the private 
man with tho sovereign's noble aspirations — 
incapable of any weakness or low compro- 
mise with conscience for the benefit of 
favorites of either sex— rcrupulously thrifty 
in tho uae of the publio wealth, and filled 
with the sense of the aacredneas of hia mis- 
sion, Alexander III appears to be, person- 
ally, hotter qualified than any of his prede- 
cessors to deliver the Stato from the hideous 
o inker that gnawa at ita vitals. 
"That aoeatimable a man as this should 
not only be remorseleBsly hunted as if he 
were an enemy of the human race, bub 
should find himself unable to reform abuses 
for tho existence of whioh he waa held re-' 
sponsible, seems to be aa hard a lot as can 
be well Imagined. To be hated without 
cauao and to bo impotent to do the good he 
wanted to do and what ho know it waa bis 
duty to do, waa enough, if ho had no other 
care or anxiety, to make a good man's life 
miserable. 

The world will, perhaps, nover know how 
groatly it is indebted to the Emperor 
Alexander for the peace it has during the 
Iaat fourteen yoara CDjoyed. It is now 
known trut ho loved peace and hated strife. 
Ho had it in his power to precipitate a 
European war. A word from him would 
havo set Europe in a fiamo. He did 
not Bay that word. Few can say 
with any degree of certainty why he forbore 
to set agencies at work whiah in a very short 
time would have caused the armies of 
Europe to take the field and deluge many 
countries with blood. It waa Baid that he 
harbored ambitious designs and that he waa 
impelled by a force which ib was impossible 
for him to resist to do hia utmoat for tho ag- 
grandizement of Russia. If such a forco ex- 
ists he did resist it, and until it was known 
that ho waa at tho point of death the people 
of Europe looked confidently to him for the 
maintenance of poace. And now that he ia 
doad, or about to die, tho great fear is that 
his successor will not follow hiB good ex- 
ample

The matter of the ownership of tho pro- 
cious motale in the E. & N. railway lands is 
tho highly important piint upon which 
tuinod the iBsuo of a Buit in which Hon. 
Mr. Jus'ice Drake has just handed down 
judgment. It will bo rememberod that 
nearly a yoir ago the Attorney-General of 
Canada and the railway company sought to 
secure a decision on this point by tho 
submission of a " caso atated " to the Su- 
preme Court of British Columbia. Their 
Lordships, however, unanimously asked 
that the caso bo not preBaod, stating their 
preference that the matter should como up 
in tho ordinary way by the institution of a 
auit by private partiea who might consider 
thoir rights to be infringed upon. 

Such a caso was that of Hambridge va. the 
E. k N. Railway Co , argued in the Supreme 
court on the 2nd inst., the Attorney-General 
and Herbert E. A. Rob-rtaon appearing on 
the Bide of tho plaintiff and Hon. C E 
Pooley, Q.C., for the defendants. The 
plaintiff complained that on June 23 ho had 
been aummaiily ejected by the defendants 
from a duly recorded placor claim known as 
the Blue Ruin, in Alberui district, uml he 

oved for an order to restrain them from 
interfering with him in hia alleged right to 
mino for gold thero. By consent of bo h 
parties tho motion was turned into a motion 
for judgment. 

Tho written judgment resulting, brb fly 
stated, declares that under tho terms of the 
land Hubtidy uct the gold mincH have not 
been severed from tho title of tho Crown, but 
that tho act conveys only such minerals unci 
mines aB would pafs under tho term of lands 
in an ordinary grunt lo tho subject. 

Aa to tho fi:rther question whether the 
defendants havo the right, to prevent the ex- 
traction of gold and silver from their lands, 
His Lordahip eayB : 

" Tho rictus of minors to enter upon land 
for mininf; nnrpn«>-R is apparently not lirn 
ited to Crown lands. Independent of Btat 
utory authority no person baa a right to 
trespass on privato landn, but section i). r )9 
of the Crown lands aot 1SS8 authorize froo 
miners to enter upon any landa in tho prov- 
ince to search and work for gold and silver, 
following in nubotaneo tho language UBod In 
tho aot existing at tho date of the 
crane of these lands to tho Crown. 
These landa, in ■ my opinion, are 
thorofore sul j'»ob to the right of entry by 
freo miners to search for tho praoioua 
motala, sutj-'ct to the conditioua proocdent 
contained in section 11 of the piaoer mining 
aot, 1891, which conditions both parties, 
admit havo boon complied with. I thero- 
foro Bivo judgmont for tho plaintiff with

MR. LADNBR REPLIES. 

To the EuiTOit : — Your iEsuaof the 14th 
inat. contains a lotter from Sir C- H. 
Tupper; in which I am token to task, so 
you will please allow me apace for reply. 

Why I ehould ho singled out for suoh a 
poraonal attuck, I am at a Iosb to uuder 
stand, especially as the canneries with 
which I am connected havo always loyally 
obeyed tho fishery regulations to the very 
lotter, and my company ia tho only one that 
ha-J fulleo in with tho department's notion 
of guano and oil works, fur wo have built 
and oporatod auoh worka for aomo years 
past at an annual loss to ourselvtB, 

I suppose that I am the Mr. Lndner re- 
ferred to aa having read an address to Mr. 
Laurier. My reply to that ia a flat con- 
tradiction; I havo never read any addreaa to 
Mr, Laurier, though Sir Charles may not 
known that I have a brother (Mb naino i„ 
alao Ladner) who in reive of tbe Delta 
municipal!, y. Then, about thoBO Un- 
answered telegrams, it would Have greatly 
simplified mattera had Sir Uharlea 
told ua what to'.egrama he replied 
to, for ib ia still generally accopted 
by tho publio, that, for all praotical pur- 
posea, those telegrama were not onawored, 
and if Sir Charlea peruBea the looal newa- 
papers, aa he telia ua ho doea, he could not 
fail to have noticed the many adverse criti 
ciBms directed ogainab hia department for 
keeping oannora and fishermen in continued 
suspense. Why, right up to tho last 
moment the Inspeoior of Fisherios in Now 
WestminBter had receivod no instructions ua 
to whether tho sookeye season was to bo 
extended or not ! 

On August 2b" (season dosing AugUBt 25), 
I waited in New Westminster all day, think- 
ing th it tho reply telegram might havo bsen 
accidentally delayed, aud bulieving from my 
personal knowledge of Sir Charles that he 
could not havo been ao diBOourteoua as to 
refuse an anawer to all the telegran s Bent. 
There can be no disputing the face that 
Bockeyo are running lator ovnry year, as 
from records in my poeaeasion I find that in 
1878 tho fish wore running well from July 1, 
and tbe date of running has become later 
every year since. 

Then aa to the Point Roberta fiahery, I 
conaider it tho height of presumption for Sir 
Charles or anyone else to ait in an effijo at 
Ottawa and profess to understand all about 
this phase of the fiahery question without 
over haviDg visited the spot. The very 
newspaper quotation he gives supports the 
contention of praotical men who say that 
the traps at Point Roberta do intercept to a 
great degree the salmon on their way to 
tho Fraeer, for if the fishing there has been 
above the averago thia yoar it must have 
been at tho expense of tho Fraser, because 
we know that hero it has been below the 
averago. In stating thia I do not, of course, 
refer to grand totala, to which Sir Charles 
ia so partial, but I refer to the fact of indi- 
vidual catohes being very much below tho 
averai;fl. 

Sir Charlea In talking of totals for each 
year seems to forgot to take into considera- 
tion the great increase in tho number of 
cannorieB, and also of the goar and fisher- 
men employed, and in this light everything 
does not appear so lovely to the individual 
conoorned as Sir Charles would paint it. 

While talking of totals, I notico that In 
tho liat of salmon packs given for a series of 
years, ho is careful to leave out certain 
yeara when the paoka were Bmall, the obvious 
intention being to conceal aa muoh aa possi- 
b!o the liuotuationa of fiahing. 

Then I am accused of making a statement 
to Mr. Liurier that the river was " teem- 
ing " with salmon (thia year) and this state- 
ment, wkiob. was a litoral tact, the head of 
the fisherios department for the Dominion 
of Canada cannot underatand. Still there 
ia nothing very remarkable after all in Buah 
a statement, for it is a fact that, for a few 
days, the river waB "teeming" with «al- 
mon, when instead of being for a fow days 
only, it Bhould have been for maDy daya. 
Sir Charlea' parting ahot at me no doubt ia 
very good, but I fail to eee the point, unloaa 
it is that he seeka to enow that the cannery 
business ia " at beat, hazirdous and uncer- 
tain," from the faot of (at a period he men- 
tions) it being impossible to Bell canned sal- 
mon at a remunerative figure, which Balmon 
was held over for an improvement in pricea, 
but eventually had to bo add for leas than 
tho coot of production. 

If Sir Charles were to set about building 
more hatcheries and thua maintain our 
aalmon supply, I for ono would have greater 
confidence in his good intentions. The fish- 
ing license was originally levied for tho sup. 
port of hatcheries, and thia year some two 
thoutand licenses were issued, which at S10 
each meana $20,000. Out of thia $20,000 
tha department Bupporta one hatchery at. an 
annual co.it of lens than twenty-six hundred 
dollars, and I hardly suppose that the dif. 
ference between theBO two amountB (§17,400) 
goeB for the mainteuanco of our fiahery iu- 
soector and tho fow subordinates under him. 
Why cannot more hatcheries ba supported 
out, of this direct taxation on the fisheries? 
or, failing that, why should not part of it 
be utiliz:d in bonuaing guano worka, and 
thus-scttlo tho vexod offal question ? 

1 am confident that Sir O. H. Tuppor by 
a peraoDal visit to thia province could do 
much to aatisfy all parties, as the genoral 
public, canners and fishermen havo confi- 
donee in him, for it ia generally rocognizsd 
that ho haa a liberal mind aud is acceaaiblo 
to reason, which, I am Borry to Bay, could 
not bo said of Mr. Wilmot.

The Last of the Fleet Is Now Report- 
ed— Total Catch an Improve- 
ment on Last Season's. 

Steamer " Quadra " Reports No Wreck- 
age on the Coast— The "Mogul " 
In Active Service. 



One of the two sealers reported In the 
Straits by the steamship Walla Walla on 
Friday night arrived in port yesterday, hav- 
ing been brought in by tho tug Lottie. She 
is the Fawn, which early in tho year set sail 
for the Japanese Coast in command of Cap- 
tain Keefo, after taking aboard her Indian 
huntors on the Coast. Though a long time 
away the schooner oomcs homo in good con- 
dition, not having been damaged in the 
slightest by any of the gales to whioh the 
majority of the sealing fleet on the Japan 
Coast were subjected this year. When 
through with hunting operations off Japan, 
instead of proceeding North to the Cop- 
per Island or Russian coast the 
sohoonor sailed for Ounalaeka, and after 
taking out her olearanco papers thoro wont 
into tho Sea, succeeding by so doing in add- 
ing (ilti skins to her former catch of 901. On 
the way home she called again at Ouna- 
Iaska andjtt that port spoke the Shelby, one 
of tho two sealers atill nut, Tt was on Sep- 
tember 15, and tho Shelby then had 4;">0odd 
skins, but announced her intention of re- 
turning homo. Tho Fiwn made a second 
call at Hetquoit on tho way to Victoria for 
tho purpose of landing her Indians, and was 
there becalmed for eight or nine days, bo- 
ing delayed afterwards, further down the 
Coast, through tho same cause.

The Founder of the Salvation Army 
Will Visit Victoria in 
January. 



Something About His Life and His 
Flans for Helping: the " Sub- 
merged Teuth ." 



Rev. William Booth, General of tho Sil- 
vation Army, now making a tour of Canada 
and the Cnited States, will be in Viotoria 
on January 2 and .". General Booth is one 
of tho most remarkablo men of the day. 
His keen intellect, strength of character and 
wonderful enorgy havo enablod him to build 
up one of the greatest religio-aocial organi- 
zations of tho time. How to roach the 
masses and rescue and ameliorate tho condi 
tion of tho " submerged tenth " as thoy are 
oallod was tho problem ho set himsolf to 
solve, Tho result is soon in tho great move- 
ment outlined in hiB book "In Darkest 
England," published in 1890, which at- 
tracted world-wide attention und auccoedod 
in enlisting the assistance and support of 
social reformers generally. The Salvation 
Army itself was tho outgrowth of tho Chris- 
tian mission established by General Booth 
in 18(35, and though it met with strenuous 
opposition at first on tcoountof tho novel 
methods employed in the attempt to reaoh a 
class of people that tho more staid religious 
denominations seemed to miss, tho result is 
now that, it has grown to an enrollment of 
2,000,000 soldiers in 30 countries. 

General Booth was born at Nottingham, 
April 10, 1829. Of a religious turn of mind 
from hia oarly you Mi he soon joined the 
Methodists and at 17 was appointed a local 
preacher. Preferring the work of an evan- 
gelist among those who were not retched by 
the ordinary ohurch work, he resigned in 
1861 and began what has since beoome hia 
life work among the poor and unfortunate. 
He married Miss Catherine Mumford, a 
few years ufterwarda, and in 1864 moved to 
London, where he established the Christian 
Mission the next year. Tho Salvation Army 
grew oat of it. His wife and children all 
entered into the work, his eldest boo now 
being ohief of the staff ; hiB eldest daughter 
has greatly aided the progress of the army 
in Switzerland and France, and Herbert 
Booth is commandant of the forces in 
Canada. 

In the D-irkest England movement, Gen- 
oral Booth went upon the theory that "if 
they could save the man inside he would 
olothe himself and house himself, like tbo 
prodigal son who had oome home." Give a 
man a chance to better himself, he argued ; 
put him on his feet by helping him to help 
himself, und the result would be to lift him 
out, of the deptha of degradation 
in whioh "the submerged tenth" 
were "rotting and feBtering." The 
great solution of the whole question ia, 
he says, to " put the people on the land." 
Transfer the people to the land systematic- 
ally, and there they would succeed aod have 
their wants supplied, " for they would dig 
out of it the treasures of food ond plenty." 

To thia end the f.iod and shelter homes 
were started, where tho unfortunate can find 
a homo. Work is provided for them in 
workshops and training farms, with a view 
to fitting them for a useful life. When here 
General Bioth will lay before the govern- 
ment a scheme for settling colonies of tho 
Army's people, trained at tho fa.m, in 
Canada. 

In his trip General Booth is accompanied 
by Col. Lawley, chief secretary ; Staff Cup- 
tain Malan, Captain Honry Taylor, sub edi- 
tor of the English War Cry ; and his son, 
Commandant Booth, of Toronto. Having 
visited Montreal and other Cana- 
dian cities, the purty are now 
in the United States, ond will 
gradually work their way to the Coast, com- 
ing to Victoria from 'Seattle. They are 
timed to arrive hero on January 2, and will 
bo met by all the district effijers from aa 
far East aa Winnipeg. A naval demonatra- 
tion will bo made aa the steamer from tho 
Sound approaches the city, the Army going 
out in launches to meet it with banners 
flying and accompanied by the banda of the 
Victoria, Westminster, Ninaimo anil Van- 
couver corps. A Salvation campaign will 
bo opened by General Booth in tho Metro- 
pnlitan Methodist church, and he will albo 
speak on "l)oik(Bt Er g'und " and the iise 
and progress of tho Stlvation Army, and 
hold a holiness convention at tho 1? irraoks. 
While horo ho will also dedicate tho ground 
for tho new barracks which aro to bo erect- 
ed as one of tho Jubiloo year works The 
ground and buildings will cnat $13,000. 
Several sites aro now under consideration 
for tho now barraoka. 

The party go to Nanaimo on tho Ph Jan- 
uary, and at Vancouver next, day the Food 
and Shelter movement, will bo opened.

Vancouver, Oct. 20. — (Special )— As if 
timed to appear at a given Bignal, tho eun 
shono out at one o'clock, dispelling tho 
clouds and after fnrty-eight hours' down 
pour of rain givirg promise of a perfect 
afternoon for tho most important mitoh 
ever played in British Columbia. At 2 
o'clock 0,000 people were at Brockton Point, 
eager to bco the gamo begin. Tho West- 
minsters, though they had appointed that 
hour, were not on hand owing to a break- 
down on tho tram line. At 2:15 the Vic- 
toria team in white Bweaters sauntered nn 
the fi-ild and received an ovation. At 2:30 
tho Westminster team arrived with the ex- 
ception of Ryal, who was detained by busi- 
ness. 

Viotoria dooided on Quigley for referee 
and Woal minster refused to accept him — of 
course us a bubterfugo to givo Ryol time to 
arrive. 

Ai u o'clock the immense crowd booams 
fidgetiy and threatening clouds crept over 
tho tky. The people were becoming anxious 
when, at ,3 .'fO, a oab drove furiously into tho 
greu ds aud along the line ( f epectatora. It 
was P.yal. He had stripped in tho oarriage, 
and In two minutea rushed on the field with 
the Royal Uity team. 

Tho \Vo3tminBto:s, to-, wore loudly 
ehi-ered, and Qu'gloy having been deoided 
on for referee, J. M. Bowell and A. A. 
Davidson were selected bb umpires. 

In the first game Viotoria had the advan- 
tage of the face. Frank Cullin captured tho 
ball and threw to Morton. The ball wont 
wide aud waB secured by Dalgleish. From 
him it waB cuptured by Rube WiiliamB, and 
by Borne pretty passing up the field by Pat- 
terson and Morton waa advanced 
to Ditchburn. Ditchburn loBt to Cheyne, 
who mado a magnificent throw aoroas 
tho field on the Victoria fligs. 
Tho rubber was secured by Ryal, who 

Easaed to Spain ; tho latter fired on goal 
ut missnd. Goalkeeper Cullin secured and 
sent the bill back across the field, where it 
waa captured by Morton, but recaptured by 
Lewis. Lewis passed to Spain, to whom 
Ditchburn gave battle. Spain seoured the 
rubber and pissed to Cambridge, who lest 
it through a clever tackle of Morton's. 
Morton made a splondid run and fired on 
the 11 »ga, but missed. Lightning open play 
followed, and this was then the erratic 
course of the ball — from the reds to tho 
blues and back to tho rods again — to Ryal, 
to Dilgleish, to Ryal, to Spain. Spain shot 
on goal, and missed; Frank Williame 
secured and mado a long throw on the West- 
minster home; McQuirrie, Dalgleish, Lewis, 
MoQuarrie, Dalgleish, and Ryal, handled 
the ball, when again it waa secured by Mor- 
ton for Victoria. The ball going over the 
fenco waa then faced off. Westminster se- 
cured the advantage, and again Victoria's 
defence aoted beautifully, with VV. Cullin 
stopping many dangerous Bhota. Brilliant 
passing was done by Spain, Campbell and 
Ryal, the latter of whom shot and missed. 
Then Cambridge returned to Ryal, who 
shot again and missed. W. Cullin secured 
the ball behind the flags and fired across 
the field, where it was secured by Blight. 
He passed to Macnaughton who shot on 
and missed. Cheyne next 
got it and fired aoross tho field 
again. Then Diigleisb, Cambridge, 
and Spain cleverly juggled the rubber, 
but to no effect. W. Cullin waa as good aa a 
stone wall built clean across from pole to 
pole. He threw the ball clean back again 
overy time it reached his territory. Blight 
oaught beautifully, but lost to Cheyne, and 
baok came the rubber from his clever stiok. 
Cambridge secured tho ball and passed to 
DalgleiBh, who passed to McQuarrle, who 
fired at goal. But Cullin still held the fort ; 
ho secured the rubber and made a long 
throw down in front of Westminster's digs 
Ditohburn, the old reliable, got tho ball and 
flipped it to Eokardt ; Eokardt paaBed to 
Macnaughton, and Macnaughton shot 
but missed. Tho rubber went behind 
the Hags, Morton picked it up and tossed 
to Macnaughton, Macnaughton put in a red 
hot shot and scored. 

Then this Btrango noiso was heard above 
tho tumult, repeated till the hills echoed 
and re-echoed — Rah ! Rah ! ! Rah ! ! ! — Vic- 
toria ! 

In the second game Westminater secured 
tho advantage in tbo face-ell' and Dalgleish, 
Cambridgo and Ryal played with the rub- 
ber for two minutes, being checked too clofe 
to do anything effec ivo. Cambridgo finally 
secured at the end of that time and Cullin 
having ventured out of goal to oDgage in a 
tussle, tho former m'alked through the fUgs 
with tho ball on hia stick. 

Clouda wero gathering in tho sky when 
tho third game commenced. Westminster 
got the advantage in tho faco oif, and tho 
following is the oxuot travelling of tho rub- 
ber for the next ten minutes : Dclgleish- 
scrimmago--Campbell~Spain-Dalgleish--Mo- 
Quarric-Spain, who shot on goal und missed. 
Ditchburn throw down field. Tho rubber 
wasoipturcd by the invulnerable Cheyne 
and right back over tho Bamo courao it o*me 
and waa captured by Ryal, who Bhot on 
goal, and missed. Culliu- Williama Ditoh- 
burn-Macnaughton and Blight then 
handled the rubber. Blight shot 
goal and missed. Then Blight, 
Ryal, Choyno and Macnaughton camo to- 
gether. There wob a bit of rough play and 
a faco off. Thon tho bill travelled to Rubo 
Williame, McKetzio, McQuarrie, Blight 
and Charlio Cullin. Cullin sent it down 
Bold and Choyno aont it up. W. H. Cullin 
throw down again, and Coldwoll sent it up. 
Lewis, Spain and Morton thon struggled for 
supromaoy. Morton passed to Macnaugh- 
ton, Charlio Cullin had it for a moment and 
thon oamo a Bcrimmogo from which it .was 
captured by Eckardt. He slid the ball 
along tho ground to Macnaughton who 
whipped tho rubbor through tho entire do 
fence before thoy saw the clover play of 
Eokardt. — Timo 12 minutea. 

In tho fourth game, tho approach of dark- 
ness was already beginning to occasion 
anxiety. Thero was no advantage in tho 
faco off. Spain and Morton struggling for 
tho ball and filling in a heap ooL-aaioned a 
second faco off, Cheney securod tho ball 
and sent it aoross tho field. Then it 
travellod into tho sticks of Spain, Dil- 
gleish, Lewis and Ryal, who shot and 
missed. Noxt it was Spain, Ryal and Mo- 
Quarrie and tho latter Bhot, bub also missed, 
Morton relieved and sent it Westminster- 
wards. Williams aeourod a ahot and missed. 
Back It oame by Coldwell, thon to Mo- 
Quarrio, Spain, Dalgloish and Ryal, who 
shot, bub could not got it through Victoria's 
imprognablo dofonoe. Cullin sent it up 
field, whoro Macnaughton, Ditohburn and 
Frank Cullin secured anothor goal for Vic- 
toria. 

Again that mysterious noise from the 
Gulf— Rah ! Rah 11 Rah !! 1 Vio-to-ri-ft 1 
The fifth game started with clouded ak 



and rapidly approaching darkness. Vio- 
toria secured the advantage, and tho bill 
was piBEed along to Eokardt, who shot on 
the tligs, hut missed. Cheyno throw up 
and Morton throw down, Ditohburn shot 
on goal and missed, and numerous scrim- 
mages followed. Cheyne again threw up- 
field, and thon tho WilliamB brothers, Mor- 
ton and Patterson played pretty combina- 
tion, and worked it back. There was rough 
play i" a face iff, after which Blight, Ditoh- 
burn and Maonaughton worked it down tho 
rest of the way to the WostminBter fligs. 
Coldwell sent it back, and numerous 
Burimniagea ensued, with shinny, rough play 
and three fuceB. Tho referee waB oheered for 
prompt and juot deoiaiona ; Ditchburn waB 
cheered for brilliant play ; Morton was 
oheered; Cheyne was cheered; Cheyne, 
Spain, Dalgleish and McQuarrio played very 
brilliantly, bub wero finally outwitted by 
Macnaujihton, who pnBBed Campbell and 
threw to Williams. Moro rough pl»y, a 
scrimmage and a face, Spain, Charlie Cullin, 
Morton and Dalgleish incurred tho dis- 
pleasure of the refereo, by real or intentional 
garrotting of eaoh other with croBsea in front 
of tho face; all four woro sent to the fenco, 
Cambridgo seoured the ball at tho f-c3t ff and 
passed to Ryal, who fired on goal and missed. 
Cambridgo again secured the ball and again 
passed to Ryal, who this time did succeed in 
gettiDgit past W.Cullinafter fifteen minutea' 
play. The noiaefrom the stand wasdeafening, 
showing that a largo New Westminster con- 
tingent wero present. They stood up and 
fairly howled themselves hoarse,the applause 
being BUBtainod for more than a minute. 

The sixth game commenced in darkness, 
and it was impossible for those at the fences 
to distinguish tho men. Th» ball could not 
be seen. After nine minutes' play Victoria 
had the game well in hand, the 
Westminsters playing purely a defenoegamo. 
Morton got a Berere blow on tho head from 
Cambridge's stick, and had to bo oarried 
in the arms nf his friends to tho dressing 
room. Cmibridgo waa ruled off for the 
game. Morton played a vory gentlemanly 
game throughout and several timos when he 
waB Bavagely struck on the head, no doubt 
unintentionally, he laughed good naturedly 
and returned good for evil by treating his 
check with careful consideration. 

Thero wero elovon minutes to play when 
tho umpiro refused to aot, saying ho could 
not give fair deoisiouB as he could not see 
the ball. Tho ganio Btopped three to two 
in favor of Viotoria and its non continuance 
waa especially aggravating, for as has al 
ready been explained, an hour and a half 
waa lost by New Westminster not appear- 
ing on tho field in timo. 

After considering tho matter for fifteen 
mlnuteB the referee called tho men off the 
field and said he would reserve his deci- 
sion as to the rooult of tho match. Then It 
rained. 

Kefereo Quigley has a preoedent to go by 
in last year's championship of Canada match 
between the Capitals of Ottawa and the 
Shamrocks of Montreal. When one team 
had won three games and the other two, 
darkneBB came on and play was stopped 
Tho referee decided in favor of the toam 
winning tho moat games and declared the 
Capitals champions of Canada. By the 
same token and by every other right, tho 
Victoria laoresse team earn the proud title 
of Champions of British Columbia for 1891 
Game. Won liy Scored ISy Time.

SETTLERS FOR BELLA COOLA 



Eighty Heads of Families Come From 
Miunesota to Take Up Land 
in British Columbia. 



The Advance Guard of Three Hun 
dred Immigrants— Prospect That 
Thousands Will Follow. 



A party of very desirable immigrants ar- 
rived in Viotoria by tho steimer Charmer 
last evening. They number 80 persons, 
and are the advance guard of over 300 Nor- 
wegians, who aro taking advantage of the 
settlement terms c tiered by the Provincial 
Government to emigrate from Crookston, 
Minnesota, to[Bolla Cools, wherea good tract 
of land, already surveyed by the govern- 
ment, is available. Tho intention of the 
government iB to establish colonies of deair- 
able immigrant! on tho available 
lands on the coast of tho island and 
mainland. Tho general torma are : 

Not less than thirty families shall form a 
settlement, each family to posscaa at leaat 
$300 in caBh on arrival. 

Tho government will grant, a leaso of 100 
acreB to oach family, rent free, for fivo years. 

At tho end of five years if improvements 
aro mado to tho amount of §5 per aero on the 
property, the government givo the colonists 
a freo crown grant. 

Tho government also ongago to oona truct 
in each settlement of not less than thirty 
families a wagon road through tho colony. 

Arrangements have boon mado for the 
party to proceed north by tho Danube on 
Thursday noxt to tho place seleoted for their 
settlement, and they will take up thoir land 
and prepare for tho remainder of thoir fami- 
lies, who follow in tho spring. Another 
similar colony is boing formod to sottlo tho 
northern part of the island, and it is hoped 
that ero loig tha surveyed lunds 
along tho ooaat of mainland and ialand 
may bo populated with industrious 
immigrants from Eastern Canada, tho 
United States and elRowhoro. In such 
event it will bo possiblo for a weekly steamer 
to touch at eaoh colony along tho coaat for 
tho purpoao of bringing tho produco of tho 
farma to tho markots ot the cities. 

Tho party that arrived last night were 
nearly all msn, there boing only three fam- 
ilies among them, tho most o: : tho immi- 
grants preferring to got their houses up and 
to put thinga 6hipahapo before their fam- 
ilies oomo out in tho spring. Thoy wero in 
charge of R:v. Mr. Saagatadt, their postor. 
On arrival they were mot by Hon. Col. 
Baker, and iu a shrrt timo their luggage 
boing landed, they marched in a 
body to tho Dominion hotol, whoro 
arrangements had already boon mado to re- 
ceive thorn. Tho men are a sturdy lot of 
fellowB who aro mod to pioneor lifo in Min- 
nesota, Dakota, and in tho lumbor districts 
of Wisconsin. They attracted considerable 
attention aa thoy paBBed through tho streets 
burdened with grips and bundles, and many 
of them oirrying shotguns or riflea. 

The Dominion hotol wus quito equal to 
tho Invasion; a nioo hob Bupper waB roady 
for tho travellers, rooms were arranged for 
all, and in a vory few minutos they woro 
made comfortable and at homo. They atay 
ab tho Dominion till tho 25th, when tho 
Danubo Bails for Bulla Coola. 

Rev. Mr. Saagatadt came to tho Coast laat 
spring to look for a good plaoo to bring 
tho settlors. After examining Oregon 
and Washington ho camo to British Co- 
lumbia and waB so pleased with tho Bella 
Coola valley that ho determined that ib wai 
tho moat sultablo apot. 
" Thoy told us In the StatoB," he remark-
